BURIED ALIVE IN 
SOUTH EUREKA 


A Miner Loses his Life in 
A Singular Manner. 


Early Sunday morning a miner, 
whose name is given as Luigi Crovara 
met his death in a peculiar manner 
while working in the South Eureka 
mine. 
He was employed in taking 
waste rock from a chute running from 
the 2200 to the 2300 level for filling up 
abandoned drifts. As is often the case, 
the mouth of the chute became choked, 
so that material 
refused to flow 
through the opening. 
At intevals 
along the sides of the chute openings 
are left for such an emergency, and 
by climbing up the manway and pry­ 
ing with a crowbar at the place of ob­ 
struction the difficulty is overcome. 
On this occasion, however, the miner 
got into the chute, with his crowbar, 
and commenced prying the rock loose. 
This was a most dangerous course, and 
it seems strange that any employe 
would voluntarily assume such a risk. 
As soon as the rock was loosened, 
the pressure from above was such that 
it came down with a rush, before the 
victim had a chance to get out of the 
way. He was completely buried under 
the debris of slush and rock, and liter- 
aHy buried alive. 
A fellow workmen near by noticed 
that Crovaro was missing, and sus­ 
pected that something was wrong. 
Assistance was had, and a number 
were put to work in the chute to res­ 
cue the victim from his sudden tomb. 
His lifeless body was soon found with 
the crowbar close by. The body was 
badly mangled by the weight of the 
falling debris. 
The remains were 
taken to the surface and afterwards 
removed to undertaking parlors at 
Sutter Creek. 
Deceased was a young man about 24 
years of age, and a native of Italy. 
He had been working in the South 
Eureka about three months, and be­ 
fore that was employed for a while at 
the Fremont mine. 
He was a single 
man. 
Coroner Potter held an inquest over 
the remains on Sunday afternoon, the 
jury rendering a verdict of accidental 
death. The funeral services were held 
Monday afternoon, the remains being 
interred in the Catholic cemetery of 
Sutter Creek.

MURDER CASE 
IS BEING TRIED 


Drytown Crime Is Heard 
In Superior Court 


The murder case of Giacomo Sampo, 
was opened in the superior court 
room on Monday morning. 
The firm of Spagnoli & Spagnoli re­ 
presented the defendsnt. The prisoner 
is charged with the murder of Stefano 
Fistori, which occured on the night of 
November 25th in Drytown. 
The prisoner sat beside his young 
wife, in the dock, the latter with a 
baby girl, not a year old. He appeared 
indifferent to any of the questions 
asked by the attorneys who were try­ 
ing to select the jury. 
Sampo seemed the most unconcerned 
man in the courtroom, when the dis­ 
trict attorney asked each juryman if 
he had any scruples as to the infliction 
of the penalty of death. 
At six o’clock on Monday evening, 
only two jurors had taken the oath in 
the panel box, and Judge Woods, after 
admonishing his jurymen as to their 
conduct, while at recess, ordered that 
they appear again at 7 o’clock. 
The 
defendant's counsel, Ernest Spagnoli 
informed the court that if a continu­ 
ous night session was to be held 
throughout the trial, he desired to 
enter an objection. 
The judge thereupon stated that it 
does not make any difference whether 
you object or not. 
This county is 
under a heavy expense in holding all 
these jurymen here, and shall order a 
night session until the selection of 
the jury is completed. 
Yesterday morning, 
with eleven 
jurors sworn, and the twelfth passed 
by attorneys on both sides, a request 
was made by the defense to allow an 
extra preemptory challenge to be ex­ 
ercised on any one of the already 
sworn jurymen. It was requested that 
the court exclude all jurymen for 
period of five minutes to allow defense 
to present certain, facts which they 
did not wish the jurymen to hear, as it 
might harm defendant’s cause. 
A 
recess was declared and the court in 
formed the attorneys for the defense 
that if anything had come to their 
knowledge that was detrimental to 
their client, concerning any individual 
jurymen, he would hear the complaint 
privately. The defense exercised the 
extra challenge and removed Wm. 
Green, who was the last to be ex­ 
amined. James Mushett was then 
selected, and completed the panel. 
The jury of twelve impartial men 
was completed Thursday noon. After 
examining 70 talesmen-^fifty on the 
regular venire and two special venires 
of ten each. A number of those ex­ 
amined were unable to qualify on ac­ 
count of having conscien ious scruples 
against the death penalty.

Thursday afternoon the taking of 
testimony was commenced. 
Miss Eva 
Cavallero, a prepossing and remark­ 
ably bright and intelligent girl of 15 
summers, testified; I live in Drytown 
with my parents, who keep a boarding 
house, I am acquainted with defend­ 
ants, also acquainted with the de­ 
ceased, Stefano Pistoni. 
Saw de­ 
fendant, Giacomo Sampo and his 
brother George at the boarding house 
that evening, also the co defendant 
Stefano Conti. They were not board­ 
ers, but took supper there that even­ 
ing. Deceased Pistoni was a boarder 
and ate supper at the same time. I 
went for the mail and returned about 
eight, returning in about twenty 
minutes. The parties were there in 
the kitchen when I got back; they 
were chatting 
among 
themselves 
about their work. A lter a while they 
started dancing, with an accordeon as 
music. 1 danced with the two Sampus, 
with Conti and Pistoni. 
The trouble 
commenced while dancing with Píb- 
toni. George Sampo came and called 
bad names, and struck at Pistoni. 
Deceased said he did not want to fight, 
and quit dancing and went out by the 
bacK door. George Sampo and Conti 
went out by the iront door five or ten 
minutes afterwards; defendant stayed 
in the house. 
About half an hour 
George returned, and said, “ Gome on 
brother, we might as well kill him 
now, we are not scared.” 
Saw Pis- 
toni in bed afterward about 12 o’clock. 
He seemed to be asleep. 
Knew of his

MINE NEWS 
AL0N6 LODE 
Interesting Accounts of 
Mines Located In 
Amador Co. 


Plymouth District 
Mining around Plymouth continues 
to look bright for another pexiod of 
prosperity for this once famous m’ning 
town. The Alpine Company is pushing 
ahead with the development of that 
property. Some drawbacks have been 
experienced with the electric machi­ 
nery, causing tne transformer to 
break down two or three times. 
An­ 
other and more powerful machine has 
been installed, which was expected to 
be in running order early this week. 
The company is supplied with power 
from the American River company. 
There are persistent rumors that the 
old Plymouth Consolidated mines are 
to be reopened. Mr Lane, who is in­ 
terested in this property, has been in 
Plymouth recently, looking into the 
proposition. 
The residence of the 
superintendent, which has been out of 
commission for many years, has been 
repaired and put in condition for oc­ 
cupation, and other improvements 
have been made, which points to the 
resumption of mining in the near 
future. 
The mine was abandoned 
some twenty-five years ago. It was 
worked to a depth of about 1500 feet, 
which in those days was considered 
deep mining, and the impression was 
general that the gold bearing ores 
were not likely to continue much be­ 
low that depth. 
After the fire which 
raged in underground works for weeks, 
and caused the shafts to be closed air­ 
tight to extinguish the flames, the 
mine was reopened, and considerable 
prospecting was done. 
But the pro­ 
perty never got on a paying basis, and 
after a few months of fruitless pros­ 
pecting the mine was closed down for 
good by the then management. All 
sorts of reports have gained currency 
as.to the cause of the shut-down—that 
good ore existed in the lower levels at 
the time, and so forth. At one time 
the eighty stamp mill of this mine 
was yielding at the rate of from $75,­ 
000 to $100,000 per month. While it is 
unreasonable to think that pay ore 
was left in the levels in any quantity 
at the time of the closure, there is 
every reason to believe from the his­ 
tory of deep mining in Amador county 
since the 
Plymouth 
Consolidated 
ceased operations that this mine will 
respond in gold production to further 
judicious development work 
Amador Llmerock Company 
From eight to ten men have been 
employed for several months in open­ 
ing up the big lime deposit of this 
company at Mount Echo. 
They have 
exposed* a face of over 100 feet of 
backs and several hundred feet in 
width. It has been developed to a 
point to demonstrate that this is one 
of the heaviest deposits of limestone 
in California. What is more remark­ 
able is that the rock is very uniform 
in quality, and unusually free from 
deleterious matter. 
It is estimated 
that there are over one million tons in 
the deposit from present indications. 
It is expected that steps will be taken 
by the company shortly looking to the 
marketing of the material. Transpor­ 
tation facilities to the Amador branch 
railroad have to be provided, and this 
will invove eitner the construction of 
a railroad from a point on the Amador 
branch a mile or two below lone to the 
quarry, a distance of four or five 
miles, or an aerial tramway to the 
railroad depot. 
South Eureka. 
Fixing the shaft is proceeding at a 
satisfactory gait. It is thought that 
this work will be completed sufficient­ 
ly to enable the mill to be started, if 
not the first of the year, at least by 
the middle of next month. It will be 
one of the best equipped mines in the 
state when again in operation and 
the vast store of pay-rock blocked out 
insures dividends for many years to 
come. The stock has held up well dur­ 
ing the idleness of the mill for the 
past three or four months. It is held 
at $6.50 per share. The company has 
continued the three cents per month 
dividends during the shaft repairing 
out of the surplus. 
Bunker Hill 
The clean-up tor the month of No­ 
vember showed a slight failing off as 
compared with the previous month, 
the yield of gold amounting to some­ 
thing over 916.000. The failing off is 
owing to the lsrge quantity of low 
grade ore that was sent to the mill 


from the 1950 level, and that had to 
be got out of the way, the easiest and 
most economical way tc dispose of it 
being to send it to the mill. 
The re­ 
duced yield for the month does not 
mean any decline in the average grade 
of rock. The 1950 level is opening up 
fine. In places the ore body is 60 to 80 
feet wide, portion of it of course low 
grade, but the bulk of it good milling 
quality. The addition to the mill of 
twenty stamps is making satisfactory 
headway, and it is expected to have 
forty stamps running inside of two 
months. 
First Clean Up 
Jos. Phelps and T. J. Burrows have 
been operating a small quartz claim on 
the ground of the Oneida company. 
They have secured a lease of the 
ground, and have discovered a rich ore 
streak, which is said to assay in the 
neighborhood of $30 per ton. 
A one 
stamp mill has been working on the 
ore, with what result we are unable 
to state. Some difficulty has been ex­ 
perienced in saving the gold, 
For 
some reason the gold does not [amal­ 
gamate freely, involving considerable 
loss of the precious metal. 
This 
trouble will probably be overcome. 
The owners are hopeful of reaping a 
substantial profit out of this enter­ 
prise.

From uow 011, until the location of the county high school 
is finally settled, the people are to be bombarded with peti 
tions and argum en ts in favor o f one or other of the proposec 
locations. 
T h e decision rests first with the co u n ty board of 


education actin g as a high school board. 
T h is board is or 
ganized and ready for business. 
It requires a 
unanimous 


vote of the board to perm anently locate the school. 
Failing 
to agree on th is point— and there is little hope for auy other 


outcome— the board may decide 
upon a tem porary site by a 
majority vote. 
T h e board is composed of five m em bers, so 
that three can fix the temporary location, and refer it to the 


voters to determine the permanent location at a special elec 


tion called for that purpose. 
T h e decision of the board as to 
the temporary location will be a decided advantage in the 


special election. 
We understand that each place contesting 
for the honor o f having the h ig h school must be prepared 
with the offer o f a site. 
T h is is probably designed to insure 


a suitable site at a fair price, andjnot to be construed as re­ 


quiring the site to be free of charge to [the taxpayers who 
have voted for the establishment of the school. 
T h e latter 
interpretation seems to be entertained by not a few, but in 


our opinion is demoralizing and o u t'o f joint with the prin­ 
ciples of law and justice. 
A m o n g the argum ents trotted out 
to induce the board to settle th e matter finally b y a unani­ 


mous vote for S u tter Creek it is urged that the co u n ty would 


thereby be spared the expense of a special election. 
The 
same argum ent m ight be used with equal force in behalf of 


an y other proposed location. 
B u t the bare fact o f saving the 
cost of a special election is w orthy of no consideration what­ 
ever when opposed to the honest conviction of the board as to 


the most suitable place from the viewpoint of accommodation 
aud accessibily to the greater num ber of likely pupils. 


It is rumored that subscriptions are being solicited from 
individuals to influence the selection of the site b y hotding 
out a fat purse for the building and equipment o f the school, 
thereby offering relief to the general taxpayers from the whole 


or part of the burden. 
This course might not be objection­ 
able after the location has been settled, as a gratefu l appre­ 


ciation of the residents of the successful locality. 
But to 
adopt this method beforehand 
seems to us a vicious and 


corrupting policy unworthy of being countenanced [in any

President T a ft’s first message to congress will [serve to al­ 
la y auy apprehension in the public mind as to liklihood of 


a u y disturbance of business interests by a teudency toward 


extrem e radicalism. 
H e is fu lly abreast of the demand for 


á pause in the enactm ent of laws intended to further curb the 
b ig coiporations in their activities. 
H e recomm ends the 


enforcement of ex istin g anti-trust laws, and ascertaining defi­ 
n itely 
the effect 
thereof, before proceeding to place any 


more laws on the statute books on this subject. 
H e is also 


opposed to any attem pt at a general revision of the tariff at 
this time, leaving modifiations to be made, one schedule at a 


time, at the recommendation o f a permanent tariff- board, 
after an im partial and scientific investigation. 
T h e present 


tariff, notwithstanding the severe and iu a great m easure un­ 


ju s t criticism to w hich it has been subjected, h as worked 


fairly well in practice. 
It has la rg e ly increased the reveuues 


showing that was a revision downward in [accordance with 
the declaration o f the platform o f the la st/ republican na­ 


tional convention. 
A t the same tim e there has been no seri­ 


ous disturbance o f business on account of the changes; show­ 


in g that the m easure is wisely fram ed both from the stand­ 
point of the consum er and m anufacturer. 
T h a t it may be 


improved upon is not doubted, 
but the president believes 
that this can be better accomplished by amendment by the 


tariff board than by the drafting o f a new bill covering the 
whole field. 


Another strong poiut is the recommendation for the prac­ 
tice of strict econom y iu all branches o f t the governm ent, 


without im pairm ent of efficiency. 
A s em phasising this mat­ 


ter, under the administration of th e present postmaster-gen­ 
eral a 
saving o f fifteen million dollars has beeu effected 
in one year. 
A n d the 
president favors the sam e rigid 
economy applied a ll along the line. 
A ll through, the message is a conservative and business­ 
lik e document. 
It creates the impression that a statesman 
of the highest o rd er is at the head o f the governm ent, under 
w h oie guiding hand all the vast interests of the u atio n will 
be zealously safe-guarded. 


' ‘Efficiency” is the watchword of 
the hour, and it is being applied not 
only to the human unit, the individual 
specialized to fill in the most helpful 
manner his place in the evolving plan 
of Nature, but to the piant and animal 
attendants upon man and even to 
Mother Earth herself. It lias been re­ 
cently estimated that the nitrogen 
taken from the air by elctrical means 
will add 50 per cent to the productive­ 
ness of the soil. 
Recent years have 
shown that the earth’s yield is to be 
further increased by such means as 
intelligent rotation of crops, the best 
use of nitrifying organisms, more at­ 
tention to the action of sunlight and 
neat in preparing soil for seed and a 
better understandng of the disinfection 
of soils from the plant poisons left by 
growing crops. 
Electrification of the 
air above plants has been found to 
have great influence. Sir Oliver Lodge 
finds that it has always existed, and 
he and others are endeavoring to so in­ 
tensify and adapt it artificially as to 
get the greatest possible results in 
agriculture. Even more is expected 
from scientie breeding. Improvements 
of breeds of plants and animals has 
become a world undertaking, and the 
astonishing achievements already made 
give promise that man’s wants are to 
be even better supplied in future, with 
an increase in abundance that will pro­ 
vide for a great increase of the world’s 
population. 
Modern industries give liability to 
fire where water is not only ineffective 
but dangerous as an extinguisher, and 
the use of sand is among the substi­ 
tutes. The new fire apparatus of Lon­ 
don on electric lighting station is a 
truck holding 600 pounds of sand and 
carrying a fiber bucket and a couple of 
spades. 
Tnis equipment is specially 
adapted for the purpose, and is advised 
for motor garages, oil stores, electric 
theatres, etc. 
The Weather Service of Prussians, 
is to be supplemented by a special 
aeronautical service. The Aeronautical 
Observatory at Lindenberg, proposes 
making regular observation of upper 
air currents by captive balloon, and 
issuing an afternoon weather map. 
Lacking water-power for developing 
cheap electrical energy, engineers in 
England are beginning to turn their 
attention to the tides. In a paper read 
the other day to the Ipswich Engineer­ 
ing Society. W. O. Hornsnail pointed 
out that to make tidal power profit­ 
able now there must be available a 
natural pound, which should be free 
trom use for navigation, must require 
only a short dam to close it to the 
sea, and should have a minimum tidal 
range of at least ten feet. 
Such con­ 
ditions many be found along the Essex 
coast and similar low-lying shores 
with moderate tides. Some use of tide 
power has been made for hundreds of 
years, corn having been ground by it 
in the eleventh century, but the early 
method was the turning of a wheel by 
the current flowing back and forth in 
natural channel. For this inefficient 
plan the storage of water during the 
rise of the tide and its use as a con­ 
siderable fall only during the outward 
flow has been substantitued. 
A tide 
mill at Woodbridge, still regularly 
grinding corn, has a shallow pound of 
10,000 square fee?, with a tide range 
of 10'/2 to 13>¿ feet, and the wheel is 
worked with a fall of 5 feet, continu 
ing 4>á to 5Jv hours at each tide. The 
undershot wheel, 14 feet in diameter 
and 6 feet wide, develops 10 or 12 
horse-power at 6 revolutions a minute. 
The tide mill at St. Osyth had a pound 
of 1,120,000 square feet and used two 
wheels, each 18 feet in diameter by 6 
feet wide and credited with 20 horse­ 
power. 
Each kind of soil is found by A. 
Muntz to have a definite moisture 
limit, below which seeds actually drv 
up ineteud of gaining. 
In a sandy 
soil, 0.5 per cent of water is sufficient 
for germination; with loams the re­ 
quired percentage is from 2.5 to 7.0 
according as the proportion of clay in­ 
creases; and with garden soil, contain­ 
ing a large proportion of humus, near­ 
ly 19 per cent of water must be pre­ 
sent before germination can 
take 
place. 
A newly-patented British lamp íb a 
Geissler tube, coated on the inside 
with phosphorescent sulphides 
and 
filled with helium or other rarefied 
gas. The passage of an electric cur­ 
rent through the tube excites the 
phosphorescent lining, producing a 
brilliant end economical white light. 
A solution of the problem of steriliz­ 
ing milk without altering its ferm ents 
is claimed i*y a Russian chemist. 


When the sterilization is brought 
about by boiling-water temperature, 
the milk is rendered inert by the de­ 
composition of its albuminok bodies 
and their salte, and feeding infants 
with!such milk is regarded as the 
cause of many deaths, 
Heating even 
to 62 deg. C, if continued aeveral 
minutes, destroys the ferments and 
antitoxins. It is found, however, that 
heating to 72 deg to 80 deg. C., will 
give complete sterilization in a few 
seconds, and that in this short time 
the milk itself is not altered. To effect 
this heating, the milk is broken up in 
to fine globules by forcing it into i 
sterilized vessel by a spray of steam 
or compressed air. It is at once con 
densed, and is allowed to drop into i 
receiver, where it is cooled. 
The 
germ-destroying action on the sprayed 
drops is rapid and energetic. The air 
spray has no other effect whatever, 
but with steam spray the milk becomes 
diluted about 10 to 15 per cent. 
An electrically lighted life-buoy has 
been brought out by an English firm 
for use in places where workers are 
exposed to the risk of drowning, as 
in dock and on ship-board. 
It carries 
two 9 candle-power electric lamps 
above the water and two below the 
surface, and in clear weather the light 
from these is visible to a considerable 
distance. The two primary batteries 
feeding the lamps are sealed until the 
buoy is lifted from its rack. 
This 
uction automatically lights the lamps, 
and they continue illuminated for three 
or four hours. 
The weight of the 
buoy is but 25 pounds. 
In the tests 
made, a man of average weight was 
carried by the buoy while lying across, 
and three men kept their head3 up by 
its means when their bodies were 
submerged. 
Concentrating in a few central 
stations the burning of all coal used 
for electric power is the remedy of C. 
H. Merz for reducing London^s smoke. 
These large stations, with tall chim­ 
neys, would effectively consume the 
fuel, and would give an estimated 
annual saving of 6,000,000 tons of coal. 
By using the electric current for cook­ 
ing and other domestic purposes as 
well as lighting, smoke would be still 
further lessened.

citrus nursery, 90x98 feet, containing 
400 budded orange trees; a row of dew­ 
berries along the fence, 100x2 feet; 
four bearing apricot trees, two oak 
trees, six fig trees, ten locust trees, 
one paradise tree, four bearing bread 
trees, thirty rose bushes, 20 geraniums. 
12 lemon trees, a lime tree, eight 
bearing orange trees, five pomegranite 
trees, six beds of violets, 6x2 feet 
each, one patch Japanese bamboo, one 
bed calla lillies, four prune trees, six 
cypress trees, 14 stands of bees, four 
huge grapevines, one bed of sage, one 
large garden and flower seed bed, be­ 
side honeysuckle and other rare and 
beautiful plants and shrubs. 
This is probably the best example of 
what an acre can do that has ever been 
worked out in America. This acre has 
not ony supported Mr and Mrs Cleek, 
but they have long been able to put 
aside several hundred dollars yearly. 
The size of the acre depends upon 
the farmer who owns it.

17 years, 45.6 p e r cent of all

Of the total of 
627 prisoners who have been on parole 
a t some tim e d u rin g the last 
two 
years, only 
44 
have 
broken 
thihr 
paroles and been retu rn ed to prison. 
A few are yet a t larg e, but during the 
17 years since the passage of the áct 
there are only 34 parole breakers now 
a t large. 
We have in our prisons a 
large number of recidivists, reaching 
as high as the 8th and 10th terms, but 
of the paroled m en who have kept 
( their paroles and been discharged or 
! pardoned, we have record of only one 
yvho has again 
been 
convicted 
of 


crim e. 
These paroled m en have also earned 
during the tim e th e y have been on 
parole $643,822.34, 
and their savings 
from these earnings have amounted to 
$150,984.33. 
How m uch better is this 
than keeping th em in prison during 
their full term s, a t an expense to the 
sta te of about $180 a year for each 
prisoner. 
Had th ese men been kept 
in prison until the end of their term s, 
they would have co st the state an esti­ 
m ated amount of $525,000. 
Much as this parole system has done 
fo r the state, it can and should be im ­ 
proved. 
The sta te m e n t was recently 
made by the efficient parole agent of

How to Cars For Fin# Dlshss and 
Delicate Glassware. 
Ordinary everyday china may be 
washed first In hot soapstids, then In a 
clear rinsing water, and dried with 
Roff, clean dish towels. A honsekeeper 
should watch her mold carefully to 
see If her methods of dishwashing 
are npproved. 
She should provide her 
inald with a hand mop. a half dozen 
good dishcloths, a soapsuds maker— 
that Is, n small receptacle to hold the 
odds and ends of soap, which, when 
shaken In the hot water, will create a 
whole pallful of suds—and two dlsh- 
pnns, one for wnshlng and one for 
rinsing. 
The maid must learn, and 
she usually does by bitter experience, 
that to put delicate glassware Into 
scalding hot w ater means death and 
destruction to the glassware. 
The 
snme thing will happen if hot tea Is 
poured Into a cold and brittle teacup. 
This causes sudden expansion, and 
the piece cracks either under the glnze 
or quite through It. 
It Is a simple 
matter either to warm the Clips by 
pouring In a little warm water or by 
putting them In 'a warm oven for a 
moment or. better still, by pouring 
the tea over a silver spoon resting on 
the cup. 
The heaviest cut glass cracks under 
a change of tem perature. An Icecream 
dish of this costly ware was once split 
in half while the mold of Ice cream 
was being helped. 
Inquiry at the fac­ 
tory disclosed the fact that the sudden 
full of temperature, combined with the 
pressure in cutting the Ice cream, had 
caused the accident. 
Had (he dish 
been set in the refrigerator a little 
while before the ice cream had been 
served It would never have split in 
half. 
In washing cut glass, therefore, 
place It lu warm w ater first before put­ 
ting it in the hot soapsuds. 
When cleansing delicate and costly 
china strong soaps and soap powders 
should be avoided. 
They will surely 
eat into the gilding and decorations. 
Either ammonia or borax is safer. In 
arranging 
handsome china on 
the 
shelves soft mats should be placed be­ 
tween the plates to avoid scratches and 
nicks. 
The cups should be hung by 
their handles from books. 
ThlB Is 
much pafer than piling them up on the 
shelves. 
Platters should rest length­ 
wise In a groove on the back of the 
shelf. 
In washing handsome glass and chi­ 
na there should alw ays be an exceed­ 
ingly soft cloth to be used for a polish­ 
er after the piece has been (dried with 
the usual dishcloth. 
In washing or­ 
dinary china it will be found that the 
hotter the water the easier the pieces 
are to dry and the shinier they will be, 


SUMMER HEADACHE. 


H ow to Relieve It by Use of Fresh 
Mint L eaves. 
Though mint under certain jovial 
mixtures has been known to give many 
a summer headache. It Is also a cure

How to Bake W ith a Gas Range. 
The -oven of a gas rauge is hotter 
than the old fashioned coal range, 
■which accounts for the difficulty some­ 
times encountered by beginners in 
their ose in successfully and evenly 
baking. To obtain the best results for 
baking loaf cakes, 
etc., 
the oven 
should not be heated more than five 
minutes before using, but It should be 
heated five minutes, and when the 
baking is begun a 
moderate heat 
should be maintained. 
A full realiza­ 
tion that the heat in a gas range is 
direct and certain and easily controlled 
will bring success to the user. 
Onee 
you know how long it takes and what 
degree of heat to cook an article you 
will never again make a failure If you 
are careful to watch the time. 


How to Darn a Glove Finger. 
If you want to mead a glove finger 
iu a hurry and have no special darner 
handy, use a boy’s marble to slip un­ 
der the hole. These come in different 
sizes and make a small neat darn easy. 
Rips should be mended on the out­ 
side with u thread as much like that 
used in stitching as may be. 
Strive 
to imitate the seam sewing. Tears In 
the material may be overcast in tiny 
stitches on the wrong Bide, or If they 
are Jagged the edge flbould be button­ 
holed aud the space filled with other 
rows of the buttonholing. Always use 
a fine needle in glove mending, as a 
heavy one weakens the kid. 


How to Put Cotton In Quilts. 
Time and patience may be saved 
wben putting cotton In quilts If the 
cotton is first rolled about an ordi­ 
nary yardstick. Spread the cotton out 
on u large table or on the floor, roll 
on the stick, then trunsfer to the quilt 
foundation and unroll.—Delineator. 


How to Thaw Froaen Weter Pipe*. 
Wben It la not convenient to apply 
beat to froaen pipes to thaw them, 
spread a clotb thickly wltb unslaked 
lime, fasten It around the froaen pipe 
uud throw water on It.
